WALTER CRONKITE: ROSALYNN CARTER ARRIVED TODAY IN THE 
BRAZILIAN COASTAL CITY OF RECIFE, ANDUNEXPECTEDLY 
MET WITH TWO AMERICAN CHURCHMEN WHO SAID THEY WERE JAILED 
THERE LAST MONTH UNDER INHUMANE CONDITIONS. DAVID DOW 
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REPORTS. 

DOW: RECIFE HAD FIGURED TO BE A GOODWILL STOP ON 
MRS. CARTER'S EIGHT-CITY TOUR. IT TURNED OUT TO BE AN 
EXTENSION OF HER HUMAN RIGHTS MISSION. ON HER WAY HERE 
MRS. CARTER TOLD REPORTERS THAT TALKS WITH BRAZILIAN 
LEADERS ON U.S. HUMAN RIGHTS POLICY AND NUCLEAR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PROLIFERATION - ISSUES THAT CHILLED U.S.-BRAZILIAN 
RELATIONS EARLIER THIS YEAR - HAD BEEN AMONG THE BEST 
OF HER TRIP, THAT THEY REVEALED DIFFERENCES AND 
MISPERCEPTIONS, BUT THAT THOSE WERE NARROWED AND THE 
WAY PAVED FOR REAL DIALOGUE. 

THEN, AFTER A VISIT TO A DAY CARE CENTER, A SURPRISE. 

MRS. CARTER, WHO HAS CAREFULLY AVOIDED ANY PUBLIC 
CRITICISM OF BRAZIL WHEN PRESSED FOR ASSESSMENTS OF ITS 
HUMAN RIGHTS CONDITIONS, PAID A VISIT TO TWO U.S. 

MISSIONARIES WHO WERE I AIT .ED FOR THREE DAYS LAST MONTH 
WITHOUT FORMAL CHARGES, REPORTEDLY ROUGHED UP, AND AS 
THEY PUT IT, TREATED LIKE ANIMALS. THE TWO, FATHER 
LAWRENCE ROSEBAUGH AND MENONITE MISSIONARY THOMAS CAPUANO, 
HAD ASKED TO SEE MRS. CARTER. 

ROSEBAUGH: WE TOLD HER ABOUT THE SMALLNESS OF THE CELL, 

THAT THERE WERE THIRTY-SEVEN MEN JAM-PACKED WITHIN THE 
CELL. WHEN YOU GO TO SLEEP AT NIGHT - THIS WAS NO 
EXAGGERATION, THAT PEOPLE SLEPT LIKE THIS, AND IT WAS 
ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE - ONE MAN WRAPPED HIMSELF AROUND THE 
TOILET BOWL, AND SLEPT AROUND THAT WITH ALL THE SMELLS 
COMING OUT OF IT. 

DOW: BRAZILIAN AUTHORITIES HAVE ARRESTED THE TWO 
POLICEMEN WHO ARRESTED THE MISSIONARIES, AND SAY THEY'RE 
CONDUCTING A THOROUGH INVESTIGATION OF THE MATTER.
